eyeglasses are capable of being removably secured to said conventional eyeglasses such that said 
auxiliary eyeglasses are aligned with said conventional eyeglasses . 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: An appeal conference 
held on Sept 30, 2005 agrees that the limitations "each appendage having magnetic material that 
is capable of fitting solely below and mating with magnetic material on said conventional 
eyeglasses" combination with "such that said auxiliary eyeglasses are aligned with said 
conventional eyeglasses" would overcome the 112 problems and overcome the 103 rejection 
over the Chao reference. The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest, by themselves or in 
combining with any other reference, to meet a combination of all the limitations as claimed in 
claims 15,24-28. Therefore claims 15-28 could be allowable over the prior art of record.
